We may not care to call it 
commencement in every instance, 
but whether it is graduation exercises 
closing exercises or parent's day, or 
whatever name you prefer, J believe 
that the school term should be brought 
to a close with some public exercises 
wherever it is possible. 


Every well organized school has a 


course of etudy. Every successful and 
well managed school has pupils who 
complete that course of study. Having 
completed their work so far as that 
frchooi IB concerned, they are ready to 
enter pome higher school or to take up 
the duties of life. Does it not seem 
reasonable that this completion of 
school work and this entrance into 
some larger sphere of work should be 
feignalixed by some sort of public ex- 
ercise* ? Will it not encourage other 
pupils to continue their studies until 
they complete the course? Will it 
not inspire the graduates to greater 
efforts in their future work whether 
in school or in life? 


1 n every school whether graded or 


ungraded^ high or grammar, there are 
pupils dropping out each year. Some 
will leava school early in the spring, 
some perchance will bold out until 
the last day. But iu each instance 
there are always some 
who leave 


school to return no more. They leave 
of their own accord. Would it not oe 
better if they could relinquish their 
work by avithority of the school offi- 
ciate? Would it not be better for them 
and the school if their leaving would 
be sanctioned by teacher and directors 
and the work so systematized that all 
who complete the course could leave 
at the same time ? Then too would it 
not encourage most to continue until 
the end of the term aud complete the 
course of study, if at the beginning of 
the term the teacher should let it be 
known that commencement exercises 
will be held and that certificates will 
be awarded to all who successfully 
complete the work? But some may 
eay these are not worthy motives. 
Perhaps they are not the best, but 
they are better than none at ail. And 
we must admit that one reason why 
so many of our older boys and girls 
leave school long before they ought is 
because there is no incentive to work 
which appeals to them. We need not 
expect many immature boys and girls 
to desire learning for learning's sake, 
or to see the importance of using their 
early days as a time of preparation for 
future usefulness. Oo back to your 
school days and recollect which were 
the strongest motives for you to con- 
tinue your school work. Whether we 
admit'it or not, it is true that most 
pupils will do in school that which 
they know will help them for the pre- 
sent.

Curious twists are observed in many 


tree trunks, and the inquiry just be- 
gan in Europe suggests the surprising 
conclusion that they are produced by i 
the earth's rotation, like the twists of j 
etorms and the whirls seen in water.

New Church Laws on Marriage. 
Bishop Shaiiabau will shortly issue 


instructions relative to church laws 
governing marriage* in the Catholic 
diocese of Harrifeburj?. The rules will 
go into effect next Easter. 


According to the new ruling church 


authorities hereafter will not recognize 
a promise to marry as a binding en- 
gagement unless contracting parties 
shall have made and signed a written 
contract, which must be witnessed by 
a priest, or at least by two trustworthy 
witnesses. 


The object of this precaution is to 


protect young persons from rash, de- 
ceptive aud forced engagements to 
marry. A signed engagement will 
not be a necessary step to marriage, 
but no engagement will be sustained 
in an ecclesiastical tribunal when an 
appeal of a breach of promise is lodged
